Sir:^ I have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of the 
operations of the Supervising Architect's OflS.ce for the fiscal year 
June 30, 1918. 

In the annual report of this oflSce for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1917, attention was invited to the fact that abnormal conditions which 
Ixad prevailed' throughout the period covered by that report had 
xinf avorably aflfected the rate of progress in the construction of public 
l>Tiildings. 

Before the close of the fiscal year 1917 the United States had 
dLeclared war against ' Germany, and throughout the entire period 
oovered by this report the paramount demands of the Government 
for war purposes have drawn upon every class of labor and material 
essential to construction work and upon the transportation facilities 
- of the country to such an extent as seriously to retard work upon 
pnblic buildings in course of construction. - 

Because of the abnormal increase, due to the war, in the cost of 
la^bor and material entering into the construction of public buildings, 
€taad with a view to curtailing the expenditure of public funds for pur- 
poses which could be postponed for the time being without material 
dLetriment to the public interests, this office was directed, under date 
of December 26, 1917, to place no new buildings or extensions of build- 
ings under contract unless the urgency therefor was established to the 
3€ttisfaction of the department. 

In connection with and necessarily incident to the order above 
referred to, estimates for appropriations aggregating approximately 
f oxir and one-half million dollars, which had previously been sub- 
mitted to Congress for construction work on more than 117 buildings 
were withdrawn. 

Notwithstanding the disturbed condition of the labor and material 
xxYarkets ijb was found possible, in connection with the buildings and 
e:x:tensions placed under contract during the period covered by this 
report, to adhere to the previous practice of this department of 
£twarding contracts at lump-sum prices on competitive bids. The 
increased cost to the Government in these cases above the cost of 
similar buildings in normal times is not considered to be out of pro- 
portion, considering the risks which the contractors are obliged to 
s^.^£tssume under the lump-sum basis of contracting. 

While the postponement of the building program of this oflB.ce has 
a^ffected the field force and has resulted in a reduction of the number 
of superintendents of construction, there has been no diminution of 
fixe activities of the office proper. The difficulties encountered in 
oarrying on construction work under existing conditions on upward 
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of 100 public buildings has burdened the clerical force of the office 
with a tremendous amount of correspondence; while the technical 
force has been called upon to handle a large number of projects of a 
special character. Much of this work has been for other departments, 
for purposes more or less directly connected with the war, and such 
services were rendered under the authority contained in section 35 
of the so-called omnibus public building act, approved June 25, 1910, 
which reads as follows: 

That hereafter the Secretary of the Treasury may, in his discretion, upon the request 
of the head' of any other executive department or establishment of the Government 
not under any executive department, cause the plans, drawing’s, deai^j;ns, specifica- 
tions, ^and estimates to be prepared in the office of the Supervising Architect for any 
building or buildings for governmental purposes which the head of any other executive 
• department or establishment not under an executive department may be authorized 
to have constructed: Provided, That the proper appropriations for the support and 
maintenance of the office of the Supervising Architect be reimbixrsed for the coet of 
such work. 

The act entitled An act to authorize the President to provide 
housing for War needs,- approved AEay 16, 1918, provides among other, 
things: 

That whenever it is practicable to use any part of the office or field force of the 
office of the Supemsing Architect of the Treasury Department in or about any of 
the work contemplated by this act the Presidmat shall do so. 

Under the authority above referred to this office has so far only been 
called upon to render technical services to a very limited extent 

In addition to the foregoing, the technical force of the office has been 
engaged to such extent as has been possible upon the work of prepar- 
ing designs, plans, estimates, and specifications for buildings author- 
ized to be constructed under the control of the Treasury Department. 
This work is being carried forward to the point of readiness to adver- 
tise for bids when the time is reached for the resumption of building 
operations. 

The obstacles encountered, due to abnormal conditions in carry- 
ing on construction work on public buildings which tended to impecle 
progress, have been so far overcome as to permit of a rate of progress 
averaging a building or extension completed and ready for occupancy 
every five days approximately. 

The stn all number of buildings and extensions** placed under con- 
tract during the yeap is in part due to the postponement, under the 
order of December 26^, 1917, of building operations, and in part to 
the fact that prior to the date thereof, in some sections of the coun- 
try where large building operations for the Government were in prog- 
ress or in the vicinity of munition plants and like establishments 
where high prices were being paid for labor, building costs were 
found to be practically prohibitive.

During ili(^ past winter, notwithstanding the fuel shortage and 
th(‘ stvv(‘ivity of the smison, ther(> was no |)ublic; l)uiiding under 
tlu‘ (‘ontrol of tlu^ Treasury Dopartipent that was not sufficiently 
supplied with fuel or Iieat. Wtum it l)ecanie evident in the early 
Hununer of 11)17 that it would be ini|)ossihle to obtain fuel through 
the ordinary (‘lianiuds for more than about onodialf of the public 
btiildingH by contracting ther<vfor locally, the coopeu-ation of the Fuel 
Administration and State and local fuel administrators was sought,

Title is vested in the United States upon these dates. 

4. In connection with some of the very old buildings, and with reference to a num- 
ber of quarantine stations. Including also a few lots of ground, the specific legislative 
authorizations, if any, are difficult of ascertainment. Sites were purchased, and 
buildings erected, in the earlier days, in some instances, at the expense of general 
appropriations, and hence no separate legislative record, exists of these. Such data 
as are obtainable relative to these items are given in Division A.
